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ome roles are more difficult to master than 
others, but for actor Eddie Redmayne, his part 
in recent release My Week with Marilyn certainly 
came as second nature. 

The 29-year-old starred alongside Michelle Williams 
as the Eton-educated, star-struck Colin Clark, a young 
assistant on the set of the Monroe and Sir Laurence 
Olivier flick The Prince and the Showgirl. Redmayne, 
himself a graduate of the famous old college, found 
himself sharing a floor with legends of British cinema 
Dame Judi Dench and Kenneth Branagh. 

“I’d be sat there every night and another Knight of 
the Realm would just wander in,” laughs Redmayne. 
Yet, the film - which saw Redmayne’s method acting 
pitted against Olivier’s traditional style - boasts some 
of the hottest young prospects in British cinema with 
Emma Watson and Dominic Cooper also featuring. 
Vying for a place on camera alongside the old guard, 
it’s perhaps a case of life imitating art. 

Directed by Simon Curtis, My Week with Marilyn is a 
classic take on the often longed-for quaintness of post¬ 
war English life. “There’s something quintessential^ 
British about it,” remarks Cambridge-educated 
Redmayne in the finest Queen’s English. There’s 
something quintessential^ British about the part-time 
Burberry model Eddie Redmayne too. 

“It’s devilishly tricky to find the right person, 
because Colin [Clark] went to Eton, studied at Oxford 
and flew for the RAF,” producer David Parfitt said of 
the part before casting Redmayne. You needed to 
believe, he added, that Monroe and this young lad 
could have a real spark. With striking good looks, 
English charm and education to match, Redmayne 
was exactly what Parfitt was looking for. 


Emotional moments 

Having begun his career in theatre, Redmayne 
continues to establish himself on the big screen, 
particularly across the Atlantic, even if he is heading 
back on stage in February in Richard II at Donmar 
Warehouse. Yet despite the flashbulbs, he remains 
refreshingly relaxed about his career. “I’m not 
aggressively ambitious. The criteria for accepting 
work is just whether or not it appeals to me. »>

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Whatever medium that is. Whether it’s on stage or 
television or film is of no consequence really. 

“I don’t think, ‘Oh God, I wish I had that career or 
role’. I remember working with Alfred Molina on Red 
and him saying ‘A career is something you look back 
on, rather than project’. You take it step by step.” 

With My Week with Marilyn and BBC One’s currently 
airing adaptation of Sebastian Faulks’ Birdsong having 
the potential to make him a household name, he 
remains happy to swap between theatre, TV and film. 

“With theatre you have to reach the pinnacles of 
your energies by 7.30 in the evening, but if you screw 
it up one night you can sort it out the next,” he says. 
“On film you’re working from seven in the morning to 
11 at night. You have to hit those emotional moments 
repetitively while you’re on a scene, and when you go 
home at night, that’s it done, and you’re never going 
to get another go at it. So if you haven’t nailed it, you’ll 
no doubt have a sleepless night thinking how much 
better you could have done it,” laughs Redmayne. 

Love affair with the capital 

“Also,” he adds, pensively, “film takes you to 
different parts of the world. I was shooting in North 
Carolina last year and in Hungary, so it’s much more 
of a circus-like existence. Often you’re all living on 
location together and there’s a familial quality to it.” 

But with his performance in the London production 
Red - which earned him a Tony - taking him all the 
way to Broadway, and his film career sending the 
actor even further afield, his love affair with the capital 
remains as strong as ever. 

He was born and raised in Chelsea, but has since 
moved across London to Borough - a place he 
enthuses over without even being prompted: “I’ve 
lived in Borough for about four years. I have various 


favourite things... the market obviously, all 
of that Southbank area, right from where the National 
Theatre is all the way down to Shad Thames. Over 
the last 10 to 15 years it has become so European and 
cosmopolitan,” he says, “yet in the most wonderfully, 
uniquely British way. There’s the celebration of the 
river, and I love the Design Museum in Shad Thames. 
In fact, I studied and rehearsed my first ever play there 
with the Globe Theatre company, so that place has 
special value to me. And you can easily nip across the 
river to St Pauls for evensong. Sometimes it’s just about 
making the most of the things London has and gives 
willingly, but doesn’t advertise.” 

He even offers his favourite restaurant, asking 
“Do you know a place called El Vergel?” answering 
himself with, “It’s a great South American place in 
Borough that I run straight to when I’m home.” 

And, being a true Englishmen, what about a 
classically British boozer? Redmayne pauses for a 
second. “I gave away my local pub in an interview last 
time,” he laughs. “I think I might keep it to myself!” 

Has it come to that? Being hounded in bars by fans? 
“People recognise me sporadically,” he says. “But that 
happens more in the States than it does here. It tends 
to be more ‘Do I know you...?’ rather than ‘You’re the 
guy from...’ It’s where you’ve sort of battered your 
way into someone’s subconscious but they think 
you’re a friend from back at primary school.” 

Perhaps, then, My Week with Marilyn will be looked 
back on as the one that ruins all the finest watering 
holes south London has to offer for him. Redmayne 
laughs, “I don’t know about that!” }

In the run up to Fairtrade Fortnight, Jessica Cargill 
Thompson meets Herne Hill resident Harriet Lamb, 
executive director of The Fairtrade Foundation 


1 /m /hether you’re a passionate 
I / I / human rights campaigner, 
V V or just a regular shopper, 
chances are you’ve probably already 
bought Fairtrade products, whether 
deliberately or not. Maybe you’ve 
consciously sought out clothing 
brands using ethical cotton such as 
People Tree, or just fancied a bar of 
Green & Black’s chocolate, drunk 
a cup of Union coffee or grabbed a 


bunch of bananas in a supermarket. 

All carry that familiar blue and green 
logo that denotes something has been 
approved ‘Fairtrade’. 

The Fairtrade Foundation, begun 20 
years ago, is about paying developing 
world farmers a fair price for their 
produce, empowering the community 
who can use the extra income to build 
amenities like schools, and freeing 
growers from having to use child 




director Harriet Lamb, a Herne Hill 
resident, succinctly puts it: “How can 
you put people first, rather than last?” 

Lamb has been in her post for 10 
years, though involved much longer 
through her work at NGOs such as 
the World Development Movement. 
Having seen the heartbreaking physical 
effects of using banned chemicals to 
grow crops, and met producers too 
poor to buy food themselves, she is 
dedicated to the cause. 

Never make this work 

“When we started, cynics laughed 
in our faces. They said, ‘You’ll never 
make this work.’ But we always had 
faith that people are basically decent. 
But people are also busy, so we have 
to make it easy for them. They need to 
know how they can get involved.” 

To raise awareness, 27 February 
to 11 March has been designated 
Fairtrade Fortnight, the aim being to 
encourage consumers to Take A Step’. 
This could be by seeking out your first 
Fairtrade product or discovering a new 
one. There will be fashion shows, bake 
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offs, wine tastings, quizzes and films. 
Although Fairtrade is mostly associated 
with bananas, coffee, and tea, there’s 
a broad array of products to choose 
from. Lamb is particularly excited about 
olive oil from Palastine and Divine 
chocolate (based in SE1 but part- 
owned by farmers in Ghana) but reels 
off a long list from fresh and dried fruit, 
rice, and nuts from gatherers in Bolivia 
(“it means they can make a living from 
the rainforest without cutting down 
trees”), to the roses sold in Sainsbury’s 
(from Kenya) and the newest Fairtrade 
product, gold. 

Having lived in the area with her 
partner and two children for two 
decades, Lamb is proud of its vitality 
and commitment: both Lambeth and 
Southwark are Fairtrade Boroughs, 
using and promoting products and 
an understanding of the ethos; 
several local schools incorporate the 


ideas into their curriculum subjects; 
Fairtrade companies such as Tropical 
Wholefoods and Little Green Radicals 
(children’s clothes) hail from Herne 
Hill; local actress Adjoa Andoh 
(currently starring in the RSC’s 
Julius Caesar ) has just become a 
patron of the Foundation; and even 
Brixton Prison uses Fairtrade produce. 

Under Lamb’s directorship, Fairtrade 
has snowballed and now works with 
1.5million farmers across 63 countries. 
So what next? “Now we have to take 
this amazing model and make it work 
on a much bigger scale.” 

Will the recession put people off? 
“Times are hard, but fairness chimes 
with the public mood. People want 
to do the right thing.” }

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Banish the winter gardening blues with by planting

s someone with an almost 
unstoppably optimistic view of 
the power of gardens to cheer us 
up, no matter how dismal the season, 
even I have to accept that it’s a trickier 
proposition to apply a glossy sheen 
of sunny positivity to February. True, 
there are snowdrops pushing through, 
maybe some yellow winter aconite 
and the odd early daffodil, but these 
floral highlights are often competing 
against miserable skies. 

My technique for banishing the 
winter gardening blues is to enjoy 
what few plants are brave enough to 
put on a show, but then to major on 
planning ahead. And fortunately there 
is one group of plants where planning 
and action come together neatly in 
February; roses. Roses can be planted 
at just about any time of year if they 
are pot grown, but the optimum time 
for planting - and also the time when 
the plants are cheapest, too - is as 
bare root specimens in late January 
through February. 

At this time of year the plants don’t 
look much - a dry bundle of stick-like 
stems with roots at one end - but they 
are already starting to produce the 
very fine, white feeder roots that draw 
the food and water from the soil that 
the plant needs to thrive. Planting now 
ensures that these roots, no thicker 
than a human hair and even more 
fragile, aren’t damaged. It’s also the 
reason why, outside of this time of 
year, roses really need to be planted 
as containerised plants, or the stress 
caused by root damage can be too 
much for the plant to take. 

Roses love to be planted in full 
sun on the heavy London clay soil 
that most of us have, but will benefit 
from plenty of organic matter being 
dug in, such as garden compost or 
well rotted manure, with some grit 
added in to help the drainage along. 
The combination of planning for 
the beauty ahead along with a good 
workout might not entirely shift the 
winter blues, but it surely can’t hurt! }

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m hocolate. It’s quite simply marvellous. Much 
I more than a melt-in-the-mouth sweet treat, it 
also contains small amounts of the stimulants 
caffeine and theobromine, triggers the release of 
those feel-good endorphins and serotonin, and 
contains the chemical phenylethylamine, a mild 
mood elevator that our brain produces when we 
feel happy or in love. And since its creamy texture 
contributes to its sensual quality, there’s no wonder 
it is the choice of many for Valentine’s Day. 

Not to burst the seduction bubble, but it can 
be good for you, too. Chocolate of at least 70% 
cocoa is full of heart-healthy flavonols, which act 
as antioxidants to prevent or delay damage to the 
body’s cells and tissues. So go dark - milk chocolate 
with a lower percentage of cocoa is higher in 
calories and saturated fat. 

Artisan chocolatier Isabelle Alaya, founder of 
The Melange chocolate shop on Bellenden Road, 
can wax lyrical about the joys of chocolate - its 
health and emotional benefits. Isabelle, originally 
from Paris, opened The Melange in 2008, upgrading 
from a market pitch after setting her mind to starting 
“a new profession I would be passionate about for 
the rest of my life.” She admits, however, that it is an 
occupational hazard not to be able to leave the stuff 
alone. I nod in agreement as I sip a freshly prepared, 
lusciously indulgent hot chocolate (The Melange 
was also included in Time Ouf s 2010 roundup 
of London’s best hot chocolate). 

I ask Isabelle what she loves about chocolate: 

“I love the sweetness and velvety texture of white 
and milk chocolate and how it melts; with dark 
chocolate it’s the depth. But white chocolate has this 
amazing fatty texture and sweet taste that sticks to 
your tongue - it’s for those pure chocolate cravings.” 

Isabelle uses only first grade Belgian couverture 
chocolate (which has a high content of cocoa 
butter) in creating her range of hot chocolates, 
cakes, truffles, ice-creams and, her signature 
product, the delicious thin chocolate strips infused 
with experimental combinations of natural spices, 
herbs, fruit and flowers. The thin layers melt easier 
in the mouth, allowing the flavours - which vary 
from dark chocolate with orange and chilli to white 
chocolate with matcha and strawberry - to better 


develop. And develop they do: in fact, two of 
The Melange’s thin chocolate strip bars - ginger 
and lime milk chocolate and raspberry and 
rosemary dark chocolate - won Great Taste Gold 
Awards in 2010 and 2011 respectively.

Impress a loved one this Valentine's Day with this 
quirky recipe for chocolate truffle ravioli, from 
Keston Kitchen's Charlotte Whiting 


This chocolate truffle ravioli recipe 
came to my attention thanks to 
Gordon Ramsay’s Secrets, a gem 
of a book published in 2003. These 
little brioche dough balls are filled with 
a ganache that melts in the middle 
and oozes out as you bite into them 
- they work wonders no matter the 
mood, the people, the occasion or 
time of year. An absolute delight to 
anyone who dares take on the calories 
exploding from the inside out, they are 
guaranteed to impress the chocoholic, 
the experimental foodie, a loved one 
and even your granddad. 

Tip: hand out napkins and avoid 
wearing white items when consuming! 

Ingredients (makes 20-24) 

Ganache filling 
80g 60% dark chocolate 
40g unsalted butter 
3tbsp double cream 

Brioche dough 
2tsp dried active yeast 
150ml tepid milk 

2tbsp caster sugar, plus extra to dust 

400g strong plain flour 

2tsp fine sea salt 

40g unsalted butter 

2 large eggs, beaten 

Vegetable oil, for deep-frying 


Method 

1. To make the ganache, break up the 
chocolate and place in a heatproof 
bowl with butter and cream. Place 
over a pan of simmering water 

and stir until melted and smooth. 
Remove, cool, then chill until solid. 

2. Using a teaspoon, scoop out 20-24 
roughly spherical balls of ganache. 
Chill until required. 

3. To make the brioche dough, whisk 
dried yeast into milk with a pinch of 
sugar and set aside until it starts to 
froth. Meanwhile, sift flour and salt 
into a large bowl, rub in the butter 
until it resembles fine breadcrumbs, 
then mix in the remaining caster 
sugar. Make a well in the centre. 

Pour in the yeasty milk and all but 2 
tbsp beaten egg. Mix to a dough and 
shape into a ball with your hands. 

4. Knead on a lightly floured surface 
for about 8 minutes until the dough 
is smooth and elastic. Place in a 
large oiled bowl, turn the dough 

to coat in oil, cover with cling film 
and leave in a warm place until the 
dough has doubled in size. 

5. Knock back the dough then knead 
until smooth. Roll out on a lightly 
floured surface to the thickness of 
a £1 coin. Using a 5 or 6cm cutter, 
press out 40-48 rounds and place a 
chocolate ball in the centre of half of 
them. Brush around the edges with 


the reserved egg, thinned with a 
little water. Cover with the remaining 
rounds and mould around the 
chocolate with your fingers. Press 
the edges together well to seal. Rest 
in the fridge for 15 minutes. 

6. When ready to serve, half fill a 
deep saucepan with oil and heat 
to 180°C. Deep-fry the dough 
balls, about 4-6 at a time for 1 1/2 
minutes until golden brown. Drain 
on kitchen paper for a minute then 
toss in caster sugar to coat. Cool 
slightly, but serve warm with melted 
chocolate centre.

Dim Sum, little morsels of Eastern heaven making it big in London 


D 


im Sum. Two words to delight 
even the most sullen of 
palates. One of the treasures 
of Cantonese cooking, it literally 
translates as ‘so close to the heart.’ 
Which makes perfect sense 
because when done well, they 
inspire true adoration. 

In essence, Dim Sum is little 
more than a collection of small 
snacks, steamed, poached 
and fried, traditionally eaten in 
Cantonese teahouses for breakfast 
or lunch. But make no mistake - the 
art of Dim Sum is an exalted one. Keep 
the pastry too thick, stint on the filling 
or steam them too long, and they 
move from one-bite delights to barely- 
edible depression. 

Luckily, London is blessed with 
a glut of Dim Sum temples. Places 
where the Shao long bao, or Shanghai 
soup dumpling, are constructed with 
all the precision of a super computer. 
The pastry must be able to hold that 
sweet gulp of scalding pork broth, 
but not be so thick that it detracts 
from the main event. At Royal China 
Club (royalchinagroup.biz) in Baker 
Street, Dim Sum reaches giddy heights 
of elegant perfection. Char siu bao, 
those great cumulus clouds of steamed 
bread, are filled with the stickiest, 
sweetest mass of slow cooked pork. 
Their baked incarnation, all flaky, 
burnished pastry and more of the same 
filling, are equally splendid. 

That’s not to say that the 
others cower in its shadow. The 
vast and mighty Phoenix Palace 
(phoenixpalace.co.uk), also mere 
moments from Baker Street, is a fine 
place for a Dim Sum feast. First-class 
siu mai, open-topped pork dumplings, 
along with pork and peanut versions 
with just the right amount of crunch. 
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Luckily, London is 
blessed with a glut of 
Dim Sum temples 


If tripe’s your thing, there are small 
squares of the stuff, wobbling and 
vaguely threatening. Dragon Castle 
(dragoncastle.eu), another vast eaterie 
near Elephant and Castle, is also good 
on the tripe, chicken feet and various 
other texturally challenging dishes that 
we westerners tend to avoid. But once 
you get over the initial squeamishness, 
all that slippery chew becomes 
dangerously addictive. 

Royal China, at the top of 
Queensway, is a Dim Sum institution, 
and at the weekends, prepare to 
queue. It’s just had an expensive 
face-lift, but at time of writing, it’s yet 
to reopen. Hopes are high. All the 


standards are served, and quality is 
ever consistent. Their har gau are 
particularly fine. As they are at Pearl 
Liang (pearlliang.co.uk) in the 
Paddington Basin. Difficult to find, 
certainly, but well worth the hassle. 
Their soup dumplings are on a par 
with Royal China Club. 

If it’s theatre and serious bling 
you’re after, then Hakkasan 
Mayfair (hakkasan.com) caters for 
the hedge fund crowd. Foie gras 
jostles for space with lobster in their 
signature dumplings, and Wagyu 
beef is ubiquitous. Still, their head chef 
Tham Guan Yew is a very talented 
man. Avoid the more ostentatious 
creations, and you’ll find some first- 
class Dim Sum. 

For the true, all round high-end 
event, nothing beats China Tang in The 
Dorchester Hotel, one of London’s great 
dining rooms. Service is as silken as 
their cheung fun pastry, and their soup 
dumplings are an easy match for Royal 
China Club and Pearl Liang. Taro cakes, 
all deep fried, frizzy charm, are the 
best I’ve ever eaten. And all manner of 
dumplings thrill and delight. 

Although you can spend what 
you want on Dim Sum at the likes 
of Hakkasan Mayfair, it’s not an 
expensive, or excessive treat. For me, 
it’s one of the world’s great foods, 
dipped in a smidgen of soy sauce and 
a dribble of chilli oil, and gobbled 
while still steaming, almost too hot to 
bear. People will tell you that Hong 
Kong is the best place in the world 
to eat Dim Sum. And a few years 
ago, they’d have been right. But now 
London has places that are the easy 
equal of any of their eastern cousins. 

So dig in and enjoy. This is one 
addiction you’ll be delighted 
to indulge. }

There's no stopping the tour de force that is 27-year-old, Bermondsey-based 
fashion designer Susie Stone, finds Catherine McCabe 
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or Susie Stone, life is contained pretty much 
within a “one mile radius of Bermondsey”. 

Her studio is in the heart of the street, at number 
60, just a hop, skip and a jump from all the venues 
that inspire her classic cut pieces: The Fashion 
and Textile Museum, London Glass Blowing Studio 
and The White Cube gallery. 

But, as Stone explains, her biggest influence lies a 
little closer to home: “My grandmother always made 
clothes, so from an early age. I was always making 
and pattern cutting and draping. And both my parents 
work in fashion retail as well. There is a language 
I grew up being very comfortable and familiar with.” 
When Stone’s peers were glued to their Gameboys, 
she was exploring fashion departments and admiring 
Grace Kelly’s dress in High Society. 

Stone has always done things differently. Before 
taking on a degree in the London College of Fashion, 
she focused on sculpture, offering her a innovative 
view of clothing design. “My influences aren’t related 
to fashion, they are linked into art. The prints I go for 
are often influenced by an exhibition I’ve been to or 
a gallery I’m inspired by.” She cites her favourite artist 
as Annish Kapoor, whose bold, other worldly style is 
often reflected in her work. Stone’s dresses are simple 
and classic, but possess that “little bit extra”. 

Stone’s designs focus on a ‘bespoke’ style, 
encouraging her clients to come for fittings and have 
a one-off dress tailored to their shape. The idea of 
‘individually made’ brings Lady Gaga’s cubic creations 
to mind, but Stone believes a special piece should not 
be reserved for the elite. After all, when a man lands 
a new job, it’s commonplace for him to visit Savile 
Row’s for a sharp new suit. But for women, a tailor- 
made dress is still seen as an indulgence. 

“Usually when someone makes a bad fashion 
choice, it’s because they don’t look comfortable 



in it. Buying off the peg is very difficult; you’re working 
with an item that has been designed from a fit model 
that’s usually a size 10.1 know very few women that 
have that figure. You’re forced to say ‘oh it doesn’t 
fit my boobs but it fits my waist, and that’s as close 
as I can get’.” 

Everyone deserves to look fantastic 

Creating a dress that lasts, and more importantly, 
one that fits is Stone’s prerogative. And to keep an eye 
on that increasingly important carbon footprint, all her 
clothes are designed from materials manufactured in 
the UK. Stone firmly believes that everyone deserves

In this, the month of romance, 
we ask Susie Stone to coordinate 
a look for three types of dates...

Stone’s business grew out of a commitment to good 
style; she started out making dresses for free, and 
within a year, word had spread, “I went from playing 
to being serious in a very short space of time.” She’s 
not only one to watch, but one to grab before she’s 
whisked away on an international fashion scale. As 
London’s Fashion Week looms over us with skirts, 
shirts and clutch bags in tow, Stone is carefully 
preparing her catwalk event. This year, she will be 
joining creative forces with her neighbours, London 
Glass Blowing Studio and Gallery, but the details of 
the show are under wraps. And for 2012, Stone hopes 
to open her studio to the community for a series of 
talks from inspiring Londoners. On the bill last month 
was Felicity Green, the first female editor of a national 
newspaper. “ [Felicity] has mentored me and [the 
talks] allow me to share that with the community. 

I live and breathe this Bermondsey lifestyle, and 
it’s important to bring people into that.” }

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r f we all lived our lives by the rules of Thai proverbs, 
stress would be a thing of the past. They tell us, “life 
is short, so we must move very slowly.” For some, 
a week away means traipsing to every gallery, 
cathedral and museum on offer; for others, it’s a Pina 
Colada under a bamboo parasol. 

In Thailand, where on time means an hour late, 
people believe that relaxation is key to good health, 
and who are we to argue? In the tranquil south, 
a tourist needs shoes like a fish needs a bicycle. 

Those who have been to Bangkok, where tuk tuks 
move faster than the concord and market sales are 
made in a 1/8 of a second, a ‘placid Thailand’ may 
seem an alien concept. But the island resorts on the 
country’s south coast are worlds apart from the tourist 
jungle of the Khao San road. The only real stress is 
choosing the right resort.

lose yourself in a book, or find the inspiration 
to write your own. 

The burgeoning village is eager to encourage 
visitors, and so the hostility towards ‘farang’ in 
Bangkok is replaced by smiling faces of the Klong 
Muang locals.

ccording to British Airways, Barcelona is the 
preferred city break destination for Brits. More 
credit card transactions are carried out here by 
foreign tourists than any other Spanish city. So, if you 
can’t beat ‘em, join ‘em... here’s how to do it in style. 

Where to stay 

For panoramic harbour views, head to the Hotel 
Miramar atop Montjuic Mountain. The former Art Deco 
palace, built in 1929, has 75 spacious guest rooms, 
some with Jacuzzis on their private terraces. It offers 
calm, contemporary interiors, a gourmet Mediterranean 
restaurant, fitness area and spa, landscaped gardens 
and a rather cool outdoor swimming pool. It’s just a 
quick cab ride to the centre or take the Montjuic cable 
car from just out the front, across the harbour and 
down to Barceloneta beach. 

Closer to the financial and high-end shopping 
districts is the imposing Hotel Rey Juan Carlos I, with 
409 rooms. Its bold, award-winning architecture is 
impressive, and in summer many flock to the tranquil 
Garden Restaurant for an alfresco Sunday brunch.

Barceloneta end of the Montjuic cable car, 75 metres 
up. The setting is romantic and the contemporary 
Mediterranean and Catalan cuisine delicious. Closer 
to the city centre is the five-star El Palace, a hotel 
with over 100 years of history. It is the epitome of 
grandeur - all chandeliers and fine furnishings - with 
Michelin starred Mediterranean haute cuisine and the 
glamourous basement bar, Rien de Rien, which serves 
up atmospheric live jazz and fine cocktails. 

Where to shop 

The Barcelona Shopping Line will help you navigate 
the city’s 35,000 shops. It is the city’s shopping route par 
excellence, featuring some 200 outlets stretching from 
the harbour, up through the cheap and cheerful Las 
Ramblas to the high-end Passeig de Gracia. Immerse 
yourself in Spanish shopping heritage at luxury leather 
brand Loewe on the Passeig de Gracia. Housed in 
one of the best-known modernist buildings in the 
city, it is worth a trip just to see the architecture and 
sumptuously styled showroom. The nearby Santa 
Eulalia, a huge new design-led concept store, is 
yet more impressive. This 169-year-old Barcelonan 
institution in international style and fashion even 
has a cafe and roof terrace - do try the macaroons.

Matt Kimberley road tests the new Audi A4 


^ ome things in life never change, and after more 
than 30 years it seems like the Audi A4 might be 
J one of them. Thankfully things aren’t always as 
they seem, and the game has moved on a bit. 

Rather a lot actually, as the stats show. Since 2000, 
which accounts for the last four models including the 
new one, the A4 has gained power, torque and just a 
little weight, while shedding big numbers from its fuel 
consumption and C02 output. It’s even a little faster 
than it used to be. 

Audi is a company driven by the desire to be 
the best at building luxury cars for the masses. 

It has defined what it believes a great luxury car 
should be, and that’s a set of rules that it’s sticking 
to. That’s partly why the A4 has barely seemed 
to change down the years, while actually changing 
an awful lot where it matters. 

Subtle updates to the styling have simplified and 
sharpened the front end, moving away from the 
blockishness that has been a mainstay of German 
design over the last five years or so. It’s prettier than 
the old one, even if it’s not especially daring or racy. 

The more significant changes are under the skin, 
with a series of impressive redeveloped and new 
engines. Company car drivers and their fleet managers 
are under more pressure than ever to reduce costs, 
so Audi has delivered a solution with C02 output 
figures as low as 112g/km, and 65mpg potential 
fuel economy. Six TDI turbo diesel options join two 
turbocharged petrols, with two of the diesels earning 
Audi’s special TDIe designation reserved for its 
most frugal cars. They are 134bhp and 175bhp units 
respectively, but there’s actually relatively little 
to choose between them on the road. 

The most remarkable thing about these new 


diesels is how smooth they are, especially at low revs. 
Reducing cruising revs helps to boost fuel economy, 
and the new breed of common rail motors are happy 
to be driven down to just l,000rpm, while still picking 
up smoothly. 

While the 134bhp TDIe, likely to be the best seller, 
is happy to trundle about just over tickover using its 
long gearing, it does need a good handful of revs to 
extract the performance on offer. Fortunately the 
engine has no problem with that. It feels almost like 
a petrol in a way - and that’s high praise. 

Audi A4s have not been blessed with the best ride 
quality in recent years, partially thanks to very stiff 
chassis and bodies. The new one isn’t bad, but it 
does benefit from being fitted with the basic 17-inch 
wheels. The top-of-the-range model’s lowered sports 
suspension and 19-inch rims, although they look 
mighty fine, might be an issue on broken British roads. 

Interior quality is as high as ever. It feels like some 
materials have been lightened over the generations, 
but it’s still extremely solid and stylish, and the doors 
shut with a deeply satisfying thunk. The exceptions 
are the various wood trim inserts that just don’t look 
quite right, and oddly the cheaper silver-grey textured 
plastic ones look much better. 

The A4 is a very fine car to drive. It has a long 
wheelbase which helps to make it feel stable at a 
cruise, and there is plenty of grip available from wide 
tyres on all models. It’s not what you’d call inspiring 
or breathtaking, but it’s not meant to be. It’s designed 
to be a fuss-free luxury compact executive car that 
people will be happy to see on their drive. An Audi 
is a car that doesn’t need any explanation. The A4 
is a brand in itself and with better engines than ever, 
its appeal has redoubled. }

Mustafa Madar of haart Dulwich explains why his company forecasts a 
steep rise in the number of people renting 


state agent haart expects to see a dramatic 
increase in the number of people renting 
in London over the next 12 months. One of 
capital’s largest independent lettings agents, haart is 
predicting a double digit increase in the number who 
will choose to become ‘professional tenants’ and opt 
to rent rather than buy over the next few years. 

This is borne out by the volume of applicants that 
it is seeing registering, up over 10% in the last three 
months, and forecast to grow by a similar amount 
well into 2012. 

Mustafa Madar, Lettings Manager for haart of 
Dulwich, explains: “We are seeing a real culture 
change in the UK towards letting with more people 
than ever before prepared to make a lifestyle choice 
and rent. And this isn’t just restricted to people 
between the ages of 18-30. We’re finding people well 
into their 30s and sometimes beyond opting to go 
down this route. 

“This isn’t to say that they don’t want to buy 
their own home. It is more that with the continued 
economic uncertainty, they are delaying that 
decision, and the associated long-term financial 
commitment of a mortgage, until there is greater 
certainty in the country.” 

The trend towards renting has also increased 
pressure on the availability of property with some 


haart lettings branches seeing as many as ten 
potential applicants chasing every home. It is 
also reflected in the increase in enquiries from 
prospective landlords looking at buy to let as an 
investment opportunity, particularly with annual 
yields of between 5-10% per annum achievable 
on certain property types. 

However, Mustafa Madar doesn’t foresee average 
residential rental prices climbing much higher, 
particularly given that in some areas, rents now 
account for 40% of people’s annual income. 

“We are likely to see a rise in prices in 2012, but 
nothing like the levels we’ve experienced in 2011. 

We are forecasting relatively modest increases as 
the market settles back down to something akin to 
normality after an unpredictable few months. 

“But it is clear that the days of seeing renting as 
a short-term fix are over. Today renting is viewed 
very much as a lifestyle choice with many people 
making a conscious decision to rent for the medium 
to long-term, and in some instances for life, as we see 
on the Continent.”
